DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to an after-final amendment filed June 9, 2009. Claims 3, 4, 
7, 10, 27, 33, 35-37, 54, 57, 58 and 61-74 were previously pending, with claims 68-72 and 74 
withdrawn from consideration. Applicants cancelled claims 62, 64, 65 and 67. Claims 3, 4, 7, 10, 
27, 33, 35-37, 54, 57, 58, 61, 63, 66 and 68-74 are pending. 

2. Applicants' claim cancellations overcame all of the previously presented rejections for 
claims 62, 64, 65 and 66. 

3. Applicants' arguments regarding the rejection of claims 61, 3, 4, 10, 36, 57, 58, 66 and 73 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, new matter, were considered persuasive, therefore the 
rejection is withdrawn. 

4. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed June 9, 2009 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 7, 10, 27, 33, 35-37, 57, 58, 61-67 and 73 based upon the references of Wang et 
al. and Lipshutz et al, as evidenced by Lashkari et al, Sinha et al. and Weiler et al, as well as the 
rejection of claims 3, 4 and 54 based on these references in combination with other. 

5. No new references were found teaching or suggesting the examined claims, therefore they 
are allowed. The previously withdrawn claims, drawn to non-elected species, i.e., claims 68-72 and 
74 are therefore rejoined with their respective independent claims. Therefore the allowed claims are 
3, 4, 7, 10, 27, 33, 35-37, 54, 57, 58, 61, 63, 66 and 68-74.
